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WHY HAS THE REVIVAL NOT COME? 


By Rev. J. Stuart Hoipen, M.A., Vicar 


Joel ii. 28-9, but only the mercy-drops have 
been given. The showers of blessing are 
being withheld. Why is this? 
is not because any reluctance on the part 
of God has to be overcome, for nothing is 
nearer to His own purpose than the re- 
viving of His people. His willingness to 
give cannot for one moment be questioned, 
and hence we are driven back to the only 
possible conclusion : we are straitened in our- 
selves. There is somewhere in the Church 
of Christ a hindrance and it is our mani- 


fest duty to find out what and where it is, 


and, having discovered it, to deal with it 
as in His sight. Only when the valleys 
are exalted, and the mountains and hills 
are brought low, and’ the crooked things 
made straight, and the rough places made 
plain, will the glory of the Lord be revealed 
amongst us. 

First of all, let us be very clear that the 
hindrance to Revival is not in the world but 
in the Church. The history of past Revivals 
shows that the condition of the world is not 
a factor in the case at all, for God has in 
time past come down in power upon wholly 
irreligious districts, and by His Spirit’s power 
has changed the whole population. The crux 
of the present difficulty is to be sought in the 
professing Church both in her corporate life 
and in the individual lives of her members. 
When the channels are yielded and clean, 
then the blessing of God will flow through

them to the needy world in living streams. 
Now, to those who prayerfully observe the 


state of things within the Church concurrent 


with her prayer for Revival, three things stand 
out with marked clearness as together con- 
stituting the reason why the Revival has not 
yet come to us :—. 

(1) The Church as a whole is not ready for 
the consequence of true Reviwal.—When the 


_ Spirit is poured from on high, He comes to 


prayer for Revwal,— 


individuals and Churches alike, to assume 
entire control and undisputed presidency. 
This obviously means that His coming will 
displace much that now occupies large room 
in the life. Is the Church prepared to re- 
nounce the worldly methods of raising 
money; her worldly and semi-worldly evter- 
tainments for the amusement of her mem- 
bers ; her worldly political alliances; and her 
worldly worship of rank, culture, and money ” 
Is she prepared to replace all this by obedi- 
ence to the all-comprehensive law, ‘‘ Seek 
ye first the kingdom of God and His 
righteousness"? Is she prepared to re- 
nounce her narrow ecclesiasticiam with its 
false standards of value, and to take her 
stand upon the whole pure*Word of God? 


Is she prepared to have the decorum of 


death replaced by the variety of true vitality 
in her services? These are some of the 
plainly obvious results of a Revival, and it 
yet remains to be seen that the Church, as a 
whole, or even in substantial part, is willing 
for such revolutionary consequences. We 
want a “ comfortable "’ Revival, and such an 
one is not to be had. 


(2) The wnseriptural and unspiritual divi- 


sions in the Church prevent God answering 
“ Behold bow good and 
joyful a thing it is, brethren, to dwell to- 
gether in unity ... . for there the Lord 
commanded His blessing, even life for ever- 
more (Ps. cxxxiii. 1-3). When the disciples 
were “of one accord in one place,” then 


the Spirit descended upon them, and then — 
the people “ with one accord’’ gave heed to 


We are to-day 


In spite of much blessing which God is 
graciously outpouring upon our land in 
these days, it is yet necessary to face this 
question. Except in one small corner of 
Great Britain, there has not yet been seen 
any such general outpouring of the Holy | 
Spirit as characterizes a real Revival for | 
which Christians have long been praying. 
Missions have been held in various places 
with varying good results, but good 
mission, or even a series of good missions, 
is not a Revwal. For many months cernest 
prayer has been ascending from many hearts 
for a present-day fulfilment of the promise of 
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tn in spite of all our 
prayer for Revival. In almost every denomine- 
tion it is but too manifest that “the Church” 
and not the Lord is the chiefest concern. 
Differences of opinion are inevitable when 
men are at different view-points along the 
narrow way of God's will; but true unity is 
possible without general uniformity. We are 
“all one in Christ Jesus” because of an 
identity of origin and of aim; but we are far 
from practically recognizing this, and it is 
just this lack of practical recognition of the 
unity of all believers which hinders the 
coming of the Holy Ghost in reviving power. 
let us sink our denominational differences 
(how small and petty they must look to the 
angels!) and unite in a great purpose of 
prayer and soul-saving effort, and it will 
soon be seen that still the Lord commands 
there” His blessing. 

(3) The Church's continued neglect of her 
responsibility to the heathen world is yet 
another reason why the Revival has not 


come. Every one is ready to admit that 


missionary effort is a consequence of Revival, 
buat few are found to-day who recognize it as 
a cause of Revival also. Yet the Word of 
God enjoins this very clearly, as one of the 
conditions upon which His blessing comes to 
His people. The prophecy of Haggai is full 
of this message, truly a word for the present 
age, when every man runs to his own house 
and neglects the building of the Lord's temple, 
when there is much effort with little adequate 
return, and when, to an alarming extent, the

who made the proclamation 
of the Gospel to those who 
had never heard it the chief 
purpose of their lives. In 
thus drawing members of 
the various denominations of 
Christians together in one 
organization, he helped to 
demonstrate to the various 
bedies that the doctrines on 
which they were in agree- 
ment were of far greater 
importance than those on 


_ which “3 differed ; and the 


example of the China Inland Mission has 
undoubtedly exercised an influence in the 
direction of bringing about the deeper sense 
of oneness in Christ that now exists in the 
minds of the members of the different de- 
nominations, At a later period of the 
Mission's history Mr. Taylor was led to 
include amongst its workers not only those 
who went out to China from the United 
States, Canada, Australasia, and New Zea- 
land, but aiso from Germany, Switzerland, 
Sweden, Norway, and Finland.

Tolerance was narrowed 
as much as it possibly could be without 
destroying its existence, for men were per- 
mitted privately to worship, but were not 
allowed to proclaim the fact. Buildings of 
a more or less ecclesiastical shape might be 
erected, but no cross or text of Scripture 
could adorn their walls. The Spanish public 
should not be “ insulted” by having brought 
to their notice that men could worship God 
by permission of the State outside the Church 
of Rome !

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Quite recently a young conscript, Sanchez, 
an Evangelical from the west of Spain, stated 
on his enlistment that he was a Protestant.

seems little doubt that a similar result will 
follow this trial; but it is intolerable that the 
liberty of a conscientious soldier, protected by 
the laws, should be at the mercy of a bigoted 
and fanatical officer. Spain as a whole feels 
this, and those who have closely followed 


recent movements are convinced that justice 
will not be denied, and steps will be taken to 
prevent a repetition of the outrage. If this 
be not done, then it will be the duty of those 
in England who share this conviction to make 
themselves heard by the King and Govern- 
ment of Spain, in accordance with the duty 
that has always been faithfully performed by 
the Evangelies! Alliance. But it is always 
much better if a nation itself, without foreign 
pressure, does what is right, and Spain to-day 
seems desirous to break with its evil past. 

In no part of Europe is the spirit of the 
Evangelical Alliance more truly observed 
than by the various Protestant Reformed 
bodies in Madrid. The Episcopalian, Pres- 
byterian, Lutheran, and Congregational 
Churches, with those who are unattached 
Christian workers, meet together on the first 
Thursday of every month, under the auspices 
of the Alliance, for united prayer and worship. 
This visible sign of fundamental unity is a 
proof that they “ are all one body in Christ,” 
and the brotherliness and good will of the 
ministers is reflected among the people. 
Spanish Evangelicals do not forget the debt 
owed to the Evangelical Alliance, which as a 
comprehensive body voiced in the past the 
convictions of English Christianity when 
innocent men suffered for conscience. They 
believe that if, unhappily, occasions may again 
arise for protest and petition, the Alliance 
will be ready to come forward and use its 
influence on the side of that freedom which 
the Truth alone gives.
